AudiTor’s Report Shows 
Loss of $8,000 to 
Village 


Tile audit of Auditor E. F. Laurin 
as made to the village of Arlington 
Heights Monday evening showed a 
startling loss in taxes for 1934 
(now in process of collection) of 
over $8 ,0 0 0 . The reduction in as­ 
sessed valuation of the village of 
Arlington Heights from 1930 with 
$5,335,000 to 1934 with an assessed 
valuation of only $2,899,000, is tak ­ 
ing an unexpected toll from the 
c o ff e r s of the village. 
The levy for 1935 made by the 
village is practically the same as 
in 1934. Unless the new quadren­ 
nial valuations made this year show 
a substantial increase, the village 
is going to be short a whole lot of 
money. Just how far the decrease 
in assessed valuations effect other 
taxing bodies has 
not yet been 
learned by this paper, but there is 
a possibility th at some of them will 
be effected. 
During the years 1930 and 1931, 
the assessed valuation was suffici­ 
ently high to permit extension of 
the am ount asked by the village 
board. In 1932, there was a loss 
of $4,000, which with new reduc 
tions in valuations, increased to $8 ,- 
000 for 1933 and 1934.

Supt. Puffer Favors More 
Practical Education in 
High Schools 


Pioneer Services To Honor

Noble J. Puffer, county superin­ 
tendent of schools, urged more 
practical curriculums in the high 
schools in an address given by him 
Monday before the Cook County 
Women’s Federation a t the Audi­ 
torium hotel. 
The other speaker 
was John A. Weiland, state super­ 
intendent of public instruction, who 
made a plea for a more intensive 
study of government on the part of 
gram m ar and high school students. 
“Our high schools,” stated Mr. 
Puffer, “ were originally formed to 
prepare the boy and girl for col­ 
lege. Today only five per cent of 
the high school graduates enter col­ 
lege and the high schools to a great 
extent are overlooking the practical 
needs of education. 
“ In place of theory, our high 
schools should give a complete four 
year course in home economics for 
the girl, teaching not alone cooking 
and sewing, but also home decorat­ 
ing and kindred subjects. In turn 
tile boys should be given a complete 
course in shop, engineering and 
practical subjects, if he so desires j 
it. The m ajority of the jobs in this 
world are not white collar ones and 1 
the high schools are missing a \ 
great deal when their chief aim is 
to teach in theory and not prac­ 
tice.”
